fiction. Against the use of Jond dyes we 
should, therefore, caution our reudocs, ° If 
it is necessury tw ie dyes at all, there are 
mauy safer preparations which can be 
eponded on to serve all the jiurposes for

which has now and then been used fur 
staining the hair is the juice of the green 
rind of waluuts. As is well known, this 
fluid stains the skin, Its action on the 
hair is alleged td be that of “restoring” 
the colour..
